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Chairman’s  Message 


Having  had  the  opportunity  of  reading  Tatter - 
sails  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  for  our 
recently  completed  operating  year  Tm  sure  all 
members  will  agree  that  it  has  proved  to  be  a 
most  satisfactory  period  for  us. 

One  aspect  of  our  affairs  which  1  mentioned 
briefly  in  the  report  however  is  somewhat  dis¬ 
turbing.  This  concerns  members  use  and  support 
of  our  various  trading  departments. 

As  I  mentioned ,  despite  the  fact  that  our  mem¬ 
bership  has  grown  considerably  over  the  last  few 
years  and  it  would  be  reasonable  to  expect  that 
this  support  would  increase  dramatically  in  con¬ 
sequence ,  the  reverse  is  the  case  and  it  has  been 
steadily  declining.  As  certain  minimum  staff  re¬ 
quirements  must  be  maintained ,  regardless  of 
turnover ,  if  our  facilities  are  to  continue ,  it  is 
axiomatic  that  under  such  circumstances  our  profit 
margins  must  decline  also. 

Just  why  this  falling  off  has  occurred  is  difficult 
to  determine  for  our  facilities  have  improved  rather 


than  deteriorated  and  have  offered  members  better 
and  better  value  over  recent  years  of  spiralling 
prices. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  l  make  a  request  to 
members  to  use  Club  facilities  wherever  possible. 
This  is  no  new  request  for  l  have  made  it  on 
other  occasions  in  the  past ,  but  it  can  well  be  re¬ 
peated  in  view  of  the  fact  that  on  individual 
support  depends  our  progress ,  financial  stability 
and  Club  spirit. 

In  the  interests  of  the  Club  of  which  we  all  so 
obviously  appreciate  being  a  part ,  I  hope  this  trend 
will  be  reversed  and  that  I  will  be  able  to  report 
happier  news  on  the  question  in  next  years  balance 
sheet.

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Chairman  s  Report 

GIVEN  AT  THE  ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING 
FOR,  AND  ON  BEHALF  OF,  THE  COMMITTEE 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  move  the  adoption  of  the 
108th  Annual  Report,  Profit  and  Loss  Account,  Balance  Sheet, 
and  accompanying  statements  for  the  year  ended  February  28th, 
1966. 

In  doing  so  I  would  like  to  point  out  to  you  on  behalf  of 
your  Committee  some  of  the  salient  features  of  the  period 
under  review. 

All  members  have  been  sent  a  Report  and  Balance  Sheet, 
and  by  now  are  quite  conversant  with  its  contents. 

Now  I  will  point  out  what  we  consider  is  most  important 
to  every  member  —  the  progress  of  the  Club  Development 
Plan.  Tangible  evidence  now  exists  that  the  Plan  is  well  on  its 
way. 

So  that  all  members  will  be  fully  conversant  with  just  what 
is  occurring  in  the  Club  Development  Programme  I  think  it 
appropriate  at  this  time  to  outline  these  activities  and  give  you 
a  full  progress  report. 

At  the  outset  I  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  the  basic 
concept  has  not  been  changed  to  any  major  degree  since  the 
Plan  was  first  presented  to  you,  but  certain  factors  have  made 
it  necessary  to  alter  our  approach  to  it.  These,  however,  con¬ 
cern  programming  rather  than  any  departure  from  the  original 
idea. 

When  this  development  project  was  first  mooted,  cost 
projections  were  obtained  which  led  us  to  believe  that  the 
Plan  as  outlined  was  well  within  our  financial  capabilities.  In 
fact  it  was  largely  compiled  to  come  within  these  financial 
limits. 

A  project  such  as  the  one  on  which  we  have  embarked 
cannot  go  from  planning  to  fruition  in  a  few  short  months  — 
the  drawing  up  of  specifications,  the  obtaining  of  approvals, 
the  calling  of  tenders,  and  the  many  similarly  essential  steps 
including  a  tenancy  case  which  was  finally  decided  by  the 
High  Court  of  Australia  in  our  favour  —  all  made  this  initial 
period  a  lengthy  one. 

During  it,  in  our  case,  building  costs  rose  drastically.  As 
a  result  your  Committee  was  faced  with  the  decision  of  pro¬ 
ceeding  exactly  as  planned,  or  affecting  some  modification  to 
keep  our  financial  commitment  within  due  bounds. 

On  the  increased  costs  the  Plan  could  not  have  gone  ahead 
in  toto.  But,  after  extensive  consideration  of  the  facts  a  more 
temperate  approach  was  decided  upon.  This  was  to  keep  the 
Plan  intact  in  concept,  but  to  proceed  with  it  in  two  stages, 
so  that  progress  could  be  controlled  in  the  light  of  the  Club’s 
financial  conditions  existing  at  the  time. 

Stage  One,  which  included  the  bulk  of  the  work  originally 
envisaged,  then  came  comfortably  within  our  financial  capabili¬ 
ties. 


This  will  give  you  a  summary  of  what  is  being  done  at 
the  present  time,  and  what  your  Committee  confidently  hopes 
will  be  completed  within  a  comparatively  short  space  of  time 
— we  have  reason  to  believe  next  December. 

Here,  floor  by  floor,  is  the  work  which  is  presently  being 
carried  out  as  Stage  One.  It  includes  all  the  structural  work, 
which  is  the  more  expensive  part  of  the  programme,  and  a 
great  deal  of  the  finishing  and  decorating. 

FIFTH  FLOOR 

This  floor  will  be  rebuilt  almost  exactly  as  planned,  with 
new  bedrooms  constructed  along  the  Castlereagh  Street  front 
of  the  buildings,  and  renovations  carried  out  to  the  bedrooms 
on  the  Elizabeth  Street  side. 

FOURTH  FLOOR 

Here  a  new  lounge  will  be  completed,  and  this  will  be  air 
conditioned.  Ladies’  rest  room  facilities  will  be  constructed  on 
this  floor,  and  similar  accommodation  for  gentlemen  will  be 
sited  between  this  and  the  Fifth  Floor. 

Although  the  originally  planned  enlarging  of  the  Dining 
Room  will  now  not  be  included  in  Stage  One,  the  present 
Dining  Room  will  be  completely  renovated,  carpeted  and  re¬ 
decorated. 

SECOND  FLOOR 

This  floor  will  be  completely  air  conditioned,  and  with 
the  moving  of  the  offices  to  the  Ground  Floor  will  allow  our 
original  Plan  to  go  ahead  almost  unaltered.  It  will  include  a 
completely  new  and  larger  Buffet  Section,  new  Card  Room, 
and  renovations  to  the  Billiard  Room. 

GROUND  FLOOR 

The  Club  offices  will  be  moved  to  this  floor  in  the  area 
immediately  behind  the  present  S.T.C.  offices.  A  loading  dock 
will  be  constructed  at  the  extreme  northern  end  of  the  building 
on  the  Castlereagh  Street  side,  to  better  cater  for  deliveries  to 
the  premises. 

The  present  bank  premises  will  be  enlarged,  and  a  shop 
completed  on  the  southern  end  of  the  building  on  the  Castlereagh 
Street  side.  These  will  be  immediately  revenue-producing,  and 
will  bring  the  Club  a  considerable  amount  in  rents.  This  will 
materially  assist  in  the  financing  of  Stage  Two  of  the  programme. 

BASEMENT 

The  basement  re-building  will  feature  a  new  Public  Settling 
Room,  a  new  Laundry,  new  Store  Rooms,  and  new  Male  Staff 
Quarters. 

The  original  Plan  did  not  call  for  the  construction  of  a 
power  sub-station,  as  this  would  not  have  been  entirely  for 
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the  benefit  of  the  Club,  but  would  have  increased  facilities  for 
the  surrounding  area. 

We  strongly  protested  to  the  County  Council  about  the 
sub-station.  Finally  we  were  advised  that  it  was  of  the  utmost 
necessity  for  future  electrical  installations,  and  is  now  in  the 
process  of  being  installed. 

In  general  terms  this  leaves  the  following  work  to  be 
completed  in  Stage  Two: 

The  building  of  the  Ladies’  Annexe  and  Function  Rooms 
on  the  Mezzanine  Floor,  the  enlargement  of  the  Bar  on  the 
First  Floor,  the  extensions  to  the  Athletic  Department,  and 
the  Dining  Room  on  the  Fourth  Floor  respectively. 

I  think  we  should  all  be  clear  on  the  fact  that  Stage  Two 
of  the  programme  has  not  been  shelved  in  any  way.  It  will 
proceed  as  soon  as  possible,  in  what  your  Committee  hopes 
will  be  the  near  future  when  the  Club  can  see  its  financial  way 
clear  to  taking  on  the  commitments  involved. 

To  predict  when  this  will  be,  with  any  certainty,  at  this 
time,  would  defeat  the  very  purpose  of  splitting  the  work 
into  two  stages.  However,  all  members  may  be  assured  that 
they  will  be  kept  fully  informed  at  all  times  on  the  progress 
being  made. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  foregoing  makes  the  position 
clear  to  members,  and  that  they  will  concur  with  the  Commit¬ 
tee's  decision  to  “hasten  slowly”,  and  so  avoid  the  possible 
over-burdening  of  the  Club's  finances  in  a  situation  brought 
about  by  the  rising  building  costs  over  the  last  four  years. 

What  has  been  done  has  been  well  investigated,  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  our  Auditors  and  better  still  has  been  approved  by 
the  Bank  of  N.S.W.,  from  whom  the  loan  for  the  extensions 
has  been  granted. 

I  am  sure  that  members  will  be  as  proud  of  their  great 
Club  in  the  future,  as  members  and  Committeemen  have  been 
in  the  past. 

I  cannot  let  the  occasion  go  by  without  expressing  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  co-operation  of  all  who  have  been  con¬ 
nected  with  the  building  project,  as  it  has  been  an  extremely 
difficult  task  of  incorporating  two  new  buildings  into  the 
present  structure. 

FINANCIAL 

On  the  financial  position  of  the  Club  we  should  look  with 
satisfaction  at  a  net  profit  of  $58,391  compared  with  $59,012 
in  the  previous  year,  a  drop  of  some  $700.  This  was  brought 
about  by  increased  running  costs,  but  was  well  above  our 
budgeted  figures  for  the  year. 

I  will  leave  further  details  of  our  trading  and  financial 
data  to  the  Treasurer  in  his  report. 

RACE  MEETINGS 

The  Race  Meeting  Account  showed  a  surplus  for  the 
year  of  $7,354  compared  with  $3,084  in  1965,  resulting  from 
increased  admission  income  from  improved  attendances. 

At  the  date  of  this  Balance  Sheet  report,  expenditure  on 
extensions  to  the  Club  House  premises  has  been  published  in 
your  Report. 

These  amounted  to  $388,299.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will 
cost  a  further  $820,000  to  complete  the  modified  First  Stage 
of  the  development.  The  cash  funds  on  hand,  and  borrowing 
facilities  available  to  finance  this  capital  expenditure,  are  in 
line  with  the  budget  estimates  considered  by  the  Committee 
when  making  a  decision  as  to  the  extent  of  the  work  to  be 
carried  out. 


MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  stands  at  3,980,  including  88  bookmaking 
members.  454  new  members  were  admitted  and  33  sons  of 
members  who  were  given  preference  in  accordance  with  a 
Committee  decision. 

SENIOR  MEMBERSHIP 

The  list  of  these  members  has  been  published  in  your 
Report,  and  I  congratulate  them  on  their  40-year  membership. 

SPORTING  SECTIONS 

The  various  clubs  within  this  Club  carried  out  their  success¬ 
ful  activities,  and  to  their  officers  must  go  congratulations  for 
their  able  administrations. 

ENTERTAINMENTS 

Several  entertainments  were  held  in  accordance  with  our 
plans,  and  all  were  very  successful. 

COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

Committee  Meetings  were  well  attended,  and  I  would  like 
to  say  to  my  colleagues  how  much  I  appreciate  their  whole¬ 
hearted  co-operation  and  their  attention  to  their  duties  as 
Committeemen. 

OBITUARIES 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  passing  of  so 
many  of  our  members  in  the  past  year.  You  have  the  list. 
To  their  relatives  and  friends  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  may  I,  on  behalf  of  your  Committee,  thank 
the  Secretary  and  his  office  staff  as  well  as  all  other  members 
of  the  staff  for  the  manner  in  which  they  carried  out  their 
duties.  We  have  an  excellent  staff.

Progress  Report 

CLUB  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMME 


The  following  is  a  progress  report  based  on  the  architects  report  to  the 
Club.  It  is  planned  to  publish  these  on  a  regular  basis  so  that  members  will 
be  informed  at  all  times  on  the  exact  state  of  the  programme. 


BEDROOMS 

The  new  south  wing  is  almost  com¬ 
plete  and  is  presently  being  painted. 
These  bedrooms  should  be  ready  for 
carpets  and  furniture  towards  the  end 
of  the  month.  However  the  delivery  date 
for  the  bedroom  carpeting  is  approxi¬ 
mately  the  19th  August.  This  means  that 
these  bedrooms  could  be  ready  by  that 
date  with  the  existing  bedrooms  and 
bathrooms  completed  by  the  1st  Sep¬ 
tember. 

The  completion  of  the  remaining  bed¬ 
rooms  in  the  north  wing  are  dependent 
upon  the  removal  of  the  goods  lift  which 
is  temporarily  held  up  pending  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  laundry. 

LAUNDRY 

The  laundry  equipment  has  already 
been  installed  and  power  is  therefore  ex¬ 
pected  for  the  new  lift  almost  imme¬ 
diately. 


FOURTH  FLOOR  LOUNGE 

The  building  work  will  be  finished 
on  the  19th  August  when  the  carpet 
will  be  laid.  Tenders  for  the  bar  equip¬ 
ment  are  about  to  be  finalised  and  it  is 
expected  the  lounge  will  be  open  early  in 
September. 

CARD  ROOM  AND  BUFFET 

No  work  can  be  commenced  here 
until  the  S.T.C.  move  out  of  their  pre¬ 
sent  temporary  premises  and  into  their 
permanent  offices.  When  this  is  effected 
the  Club  offices  can  be  started  on  the 
ground  floor  and,  when  occupied,  work 
on  the  second  floor  can  commence. 

At  this  time  the  existing  buffet  will 
be  transferred  to  the  new  card  room 
with  temporary  accommodation  arranged 
for  card  players  on  the  first  floor,  while 
the  new  buffet  is  completed.

The  newly-elected  President  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Bowling  Club  is  known  to  every¬ 
one  as  “Fuzz”  Porter.

He 
was  also  chairman  of  the  State  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Royal  College  of  Gynae¬ 
cologists  and  Obstetricians  from  1953  to 
1965. 

As  a  young  man  Fuzz  was  a  member 
of  the  Balmain  Fernleigh  Soccer  team 
which  won  both  the  Premiership  and 
the  Gardiner  Cup  (State  Championship) 
in  1919  and  in  1920.  In  1921  he  was 
selected  to  captain  the  N.S.W.  side 
against  Queensland,  and  played  as  centre 
forward  in  the  match. 

Fuzz  has  always  been  keenly  interested 
in  water  polo  and  has  been  a  patron 
of  the  N.S.W.  Amateur  Water  Polo 
Association  for  a  number  of  years.  Prior 
to  this  he  was  President  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  eight  years. 

He  is  now  a  keen  and  enthusiastic 
bowler  and  is  a  member  of  the  Waverley 
Club.  He  also  plays  with  the  bowling 
section  of  the  N.S.W.  Golf  Club  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  He  is  secretary 
of  the  N.S.W.  Doctor  Bowlers  and  a 
regular  player  with  Tattersall’s  Bowling 
Section  to  which  he  has  belonged  since
